The military authorities of the

"It Is probable that in many 
oases toe wife might be-pot to 
inconvenience or d\eu distress a* 
compared with her present con- 
dition, but that is not to be con.

and it Is up to the women*'to 
make sacrifices. 
They ought to 
be willing and anxious to do it. 
I do not doubt there are many

These cases will be determined 
by tbe exemption boards. 


"In cases where exemption is 
claimed on the ground of a de- 
pendent mother, the board shonld 
investigate 
thoroughly.

Radical changes In the national 


army requirements were announced 
today by General Crowder. The main 
reduction is from the standard in 
weight Applicants 6 feet 4 to 5 f««t 
7 inches tall will b« accepted even 
though five to alx pound* below the 
weight formerly required. The other 
.reductions In minimum weight re- 
quired, Jn respect to height, are: 


Five feet 7 to 6 feet 9—Seven to 
eight pounds. 


Five feet 9 to 6 feet 2—Nine to ten 
, pounds. 


Above 6 feet 2—-Twelve pounds. 
While no official explanation In th« 
reduction in the weight standard li 
given, u to understood that far more 
than the expected number of drafted 
men failed la the phyrioal examina- 
tion* only on account of weight.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9—America's 
work toward rehabilitating- Russia wa* 
taken up today by officials, who had 
before them the extensive reports and 
advice of the- mission headed bv Elihu 
Hoot. Details of the general report, 
which hold out high hope for the 
future of Russia, still are kept secret. 
Root believes that any Information re- 
garding the mission's findings should 
come from President Wilson The 
White House today had not indicated 
any intention to make them public. 
Six special reports probably will be 


supplied to six departments of the 
government. 
Upon arrival In Russia 
each commissioner was given a special 
assignment to cover some particular 
branch of the new government, to ad- 
vise the Russians and be of particular 
aid to United States officials upon his 
return home. 
The assignments were as follows: 
Elihu Root, ministry; Charles Edward 
Russell, Workmen's Council, political 
parties and Socialists; Cyrus H. Mc- 
Cormick and Charles Bertron, finance; 
James Duncan, labor; John R. Mott 
and Charles R. Crane, religion; Major- 
General Hugh L. Scott, a$my; Rear- 
Admiral James H Glennon, navy. 
Reports on, labor conditions particu- 
larly are being eagerly awaited by 
government officials and labor lead- 
ers because of the great activity of 
workingmen in the formation of the 
new government and the conflicting 
unofficial reports on- that feature of 
the situation.

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—17hat are the chances of an attack by Ger- 


many from the sea or from the air on Neto York? 


Germany doesn't want to attack America nor fight America, unless 


absolutely forced to do it. That sums up popular sentiment in Ger- 
many as I found it. Apparently it also represents at least a portion of 
the sentiment in official quarters. Hindenburg told me that; Luden- 
dorff repeated it and it certainly is, or at least was, the viewpoint of 
Baron Von Kuehlmann, the new secretary of foreign affairs. 
Deduc- 


ing from that and if it can be relied upon, the chances of a submarine 
attack upon New York most certainly in the next months would seem 
smalt. 


An attack from the air is wholly out of the question. Germany has 


no airship today, neither Zeppelin nor the new Schutte-Lanz ero/t, 
large enough to carry a cargo of bombs across the Atlantic. 


After the V-53 incident the government issued positive orders to the 


admiralty to keep away from the American coast. After the declara- 
tion oj war by Congress trio uiiUiule of i/te i/iauceHor and the foreign 
office was reaffirmed. 
Bernstorff worked up all the Liberal elements 


in and outside the Reichstaff to bring all possible pressure to bear upon 
the government and military and naval people to adopt an attitude of 
utmost passivity toward the United States. 


"Don't irritate America," was Bernstoffs warning. This policy was 


adopted. 
It was dictated by the belief that anything that Germany 


could do against America in a military sense would tend only to arouse 
and inflame this country. 


Germany knows that a day of negotiations must come and will come. 


Germans, and their number is increasing in bounds, frankly admitted 
to me that Germany can under no circumstances defeat America. There- 
fore, the only policy to follow is one of necessary defense. 
Under this 


interpretation of "defense," however, they place the attacking and tor- 
pedoing of American transports on the other side of the Atlantic. They 
regard the European side of the ocean as "Germany's naval frontier" 
where Germany must defend herself against America. If these views 
continue to prevail it would seem an attack on New York in the next 
few months is highly improbable. Germany, I think, realises to sink 
a,few ships in front of New York would only be a slap in Uncle Sam's 
face and make him real mad.

Kuehlmann, 
the new foreign, secretary; Vice Chan- 
cellor and Minister of Interior Helffe- 
rich and Dr. von Stumm, permanent 
secretary of the foreign office. 
In view of the recent changes in 
the cabinet, it is believed the entire 
military and foreign politics of the 
empire are to be discussed and a. defi- 
nite program outlined.

Wash your silk hose every time ywu 
take them oft* and they trill wear longer.

bill. With the affixing of the President's signa- 
ture, which will take place within a few days, this 
measure, one of the most important connected with 
wartime legislation, will become a law. Thereupon 
crgaslzatic:! cf the fodcra! food administration 
will proceed rapidly. 


The main feature of this bill which has been pre- 


sented to the country is its provision for the ao- 
pointment of a food administrator who shall be 
responsible to the President for the enforcement of 
this law. But the bill is more than a law authork- 
ing the appointment of a food controller. It haa 
other far-reaching provisions. 


Most important is the power voted the President 


to requisition factories, foods, fuel and other sup- 
plies necessary for the public use; for the purchase 
by the government and sale for cash at reasonable 
prices of wheat, flour, beans and potatoes; the pro- 
hibition against the use of food materials for the 
Manufacture of distilled spirits; prohibition, with 
sjerere penalties for violating this section, of 
hoarding, waste or destruction of-foodstuffs to in- 


prices, and the delegation of power to the 


President to regulate any stock exchange or board 
of trade.

A device known as 
the "executive bill" prevents the legislature from 
smothering any measure the governor may initiate, 
and if it fails of passage after the necessary yeas 
and nays vote the governor may invoke the refer- 
endum. He may also use the referendum in behalf 
of his own veto.

NEW IDEA IX GOVERNMENT REFORM. 
The State of Massachusetts is engaged in a very 


important task and it may be safely assumed that 
she will take her time about it. She is contemplat- 
ing the remodeling of a very old Massachusetts in- 
stitution, an undertaking which she always goes 
about with due consideration and caution. 
In 


1780, occ hundred and thirty-seven years ago, 
Massachusetts adopted a constitution in a man- 
ner which was considered as leading the way to a 
jnew conception of'democracy. The people elected j Jn^'""3 This iC'not'as 
a delegate convention for the express purpose of 
drawing up a constitution. Then when this work 
was finished the constitution was submitted to the 
people and became the fundamental law of the 
State upon the affirmative vote of a majority of 
the people. 


Massachusetts has progressed since then, but the 


constitution has not been changed. Each year she 
has elected a governor, and to the envy of other 
States nearly every time a good governor and a 
lieutenant governor specially selected to fill the 
good governor's place if necessary.
